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appeared before Orkney, ſending his Secretary. and Chyrur. 
geon on Shoar, to underſtand how the People ſtood af- 
feted ; who were preſently ſeized, and carried before His 
Majeſty's Privy Council : And from thence, failing to the 
Weſt of Scozl.-nd, he met two other | Ships on the Coaſt, 
and Landed with his Company, inan Hoſtile Manner, on 
Ila, a place in the Welt of the aforeſaid Kingdom, having 
with him about 5o0o Men, publiſhing a Tray terous Decla- 
ration in his own Name, and another in the Name of thoſe 
in Arms with him, to incite the People to Rebellion, re- 
quiring the Baylift of 7/a to Riſe with him ; but he told 
him, he was ſworn to be true and faithful to His Majeſty, 
and could not comply with his Deſire, taking his Opportu- 
nity ſoon after to withdraw himſelf, as did divers others, 
who fled by Sea to Daxluce in Ireland, who there reported 
that Argyle threatned go fire the Baylift's Houſe, and hang 
up all thoſe that would not Riſe with him, carrying the 
Fire acroſs ( an uſual Signal in that Country, to incite the 
People to take up Arms.) | 

The King having notice of theſe Hoſtile Proceedings, 
briefly communicated them, in the Cloſe of His Moſt Gra- 
cious Speech to both Houſes of Parliament, on the 224 of 
May ; who addreſſed -His Majeſty with their Humble 
Thanks, and a Reſolution to ſtand by Him with their 
Lives and Fortunes, againſt Archibald Campbel, his Adhe- 
rents, and all other Traytors and Rebels. Whereupon, 
Expreſſes were diſpatched to His Majeſty's Council in the 
Kingdom of Scotland, and all neceſſary Care taken for the 
Suppreſſion of the Rebels, who uſed their utmoſt diligence 
to keep themſelves aloof from the Royal Army, by this 
time drawn up to oppoſe them, under the Command of 
the Marquis of Azthe!, the Lord Dumbarton, &&c. The Re- 
bels Plundering and Foraging the Country, divers petty 
Skirniſhes paſſing between them and the Royal Parties, 
when, on the 3d of Fuxe, the Marquis of 4tho!, having 
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notice that Charles Campbel, Son to Argjle, lay with a Party 
of 120 Foot and 12 Horſe at Glexdarowel, he marched thi- 
ther to ſeize them ; but they having timely notice, fled to 
their Boats, leaving only two Perſons behind them, one of 
which was killed in the Purſuit, and the ctaer taken»Priſo- 
ner, when on the 42h, the late Earl of Argyle ſent Str Fohy 
Cochrain and one Polwart with a Detachment of roo Men 
and 2 Ships to Greenock, where the Militia-Troops, under 
the Command of the Lord Cochrarr, oppoſed their Land- 
ing ; but the Cannoa playing from the Ships,” gave them 
Opportunity, although nothing was wanting in the Royal 
Party that might contribute to a hindrance. TheRebels being 
on Shoar, entred the Town, and ſeized on ſuch Proviſions 
as they found there : but finding their Number not to 1n- 
creaſe, they returned to their Ships, which conveyed them 
to Boot. 

Argyle not finding the People ſo prone to Rebellion as he 
imagined, although he uſed both Threats and Intreats, find- 
ing by this time that Captain Zamzi/ton was arrived with 3 
or 4 of His Majeſty's Men of War, deſigning to ſeize or 
fire his Veſſels, he cauſed them to be brought under the 
Caſtle of Elangreg, and on the 87h of Fane drew up his 
Company, making ſhew as if he intended to engage the 
Marqueſs of A4the/e; but finding hunſelft too weak, and 
knowing what danger his Ships were in, upon which he 
moſtly relied, he altered his Reſolution, and cauſed his Ships 
and Boats to be manned, in order fo their failing for Loch- 
fn ; but were detained by contrary Winds, till ſuch time as 
His Majeſties Ships, the Xing- Fiſher, and Falcon, came up 
' to the entrance of Lochrowan: which fo diſcouraged the 

Rebels, that altogether abandoning their purpoſe off ſailing 
into Lachfin, they, on the 107h of June, began to fortifie the 
. Caſtle of Elengreg, as alſo a Rock in a little Iſle adjacent, 
for the more ſecurity of their Ships. After which, the late 
Earl of Argile marched away towards the Head of Lochjr, 
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leaving only 150 men for the Guard of his Ships, as like- 


wiſe his Cannon, Arms and Ammunition in the Caſtle. 

Upon the 1179 of Fare, a Party of His Majeſties For- 
ces , under the Comman4 of the Marqueſs of Athol, 
confſting of 300 Font, encounter'd a Party of 400 
_ of the Kevels Foot,” and 3o Horie, int, iy defeating them, 
killing d:;vers upon the place, wounding others, and takin 
many Prij:oners, Horie and Arms; wmici! brought ſuch a 
terror upn their main {irength which was advancing, that 
Argyle thought fit to march back ro Fllergreg, where he 
continued till the 157th of Juxe. 

Marching from Fexgreg, the Rebels paſſed Lochlong, 
and continued their march towards Le#2x, 1n the Shire of 
Dumbarton : Upon which, the King's Ships came up to the 
Caſtle to batter it, but, upon the firſt Firing, two Men 
came off with a White Flag, and being brought on Board 
one of His Majeſties Ships, they informed the Captain, 
That the Rebels were fled, whom the late Earl of Argyle 
. had left behind, and that the Caſtle was at their Service : 
Whereupon divers Boats being manned, and ſent on ſhore, 
- found the Report to be true, when as they took polſeſſion 
of the Caſtle, and thoſe Ships they found there without 
the leaſt oppoſition ; as likewiſe of a conſiderable quantity 
of Arms and Ammunition, with divers pieces of Cannon 
and Culverin, the Arms there found, not being leſs than 
5000 together, with-500 Barrels of Powder, with Bullet 
and 'other materials proportionable. The Cannon being 
partly mounted, and partly ſunk ; the Rebels, as it was 

afterward diſcovered, Deſigning to blow up the Powder, 
\ but by the fuddain approach of the Men of War, were

Onthe'r67h:of Fane, the Rebels Marched by the Head 
of Garitoch, towards the Foards of'-Levin, between Lech- 
Em and the'Town of Dumbarton : When to oppoſe them, 
_ the Earb of Dlawarton ſent a Detachment of 3) Troops of 
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Horſe and Dragoens, Commanded by the Lord Char/es 


Murray his Lieutenant Colonel, whilſt the Earl himſelf 


with the groſs of the Royal Army marched from Glaſgow, 
to give them Batte), if rhey could be drawn to 1t; and fo 
ſpzedy was his march, that he came within 12 miles of 
them, before they had notice of his ſetting forward :: fo 
that they were in a manner blocked up, having the River 
Clyde on the right hand, guarded by the aforementioned * - 
Dragoons, and the Troops of that Countrey, the Duke of 
Gourdon on their left, and the Marqueſs of Athole'in their 
Rear; waici diſtreſs cauſed divers to deſert,not only through 
fear, but extremely of hunger, their chiefeſt ſtores being 
ſpent, and the Countrey 1tecured againſt, rhem, divers 
Noblemen and Gentlemen daily reforting to the Royal Ar- 
my, inſomuch that divers were ſent 'back, their attendance 
being judged unnecellary, which made rhem repine to be 
deprived of the Honour to ſerve His Majeſty on this occa» 
ſion. 0 
The Rebels having paſled the River Levis, taking their 
way to Sterling, the Ear] of Dumbarton overtook them in 
the Pariſh of X7/2-n, waere the Horſe and Dragoons oppo- 
ſed their paſſage, till rhe Foot arrived; which they percet- 
ving, poſted themlelves in a ſtrong Ground, and endea- 
voured to fortifie themſelyes, at what time it being late, in 
the Evening, the Earl thought not fit to attack them, but 
commanded the Army to itand in Battalia all night , with 
Orders to fall upon them as ſoon as day appeared : But, un- 
der the ſhelter of the darkneſs, the Rebels marched away 
| With great ſilence to the River Clyd, which they ſwam 
with their Hories, carrying over their Foot in Boats, taking 


the River near a Village called X;Jpatrick, and, without much 
reſittance, entered Renfrew; = PS - 


- The Kings Army inthe Morning, perceiving the Rebels 
-had quitted their Station . marched. with all Diligence to 
4 | Glaſ- 
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Glaſcow, but had ſcarcely reſted two Hours, before the Earl 
of Dumbarton, with the Horſe and Dragoons, marched after 
the Rebels, the Foot tollowing with all convenient Speed. 


The Rebels, on the 17th of Fane, having paſſed the Clyde, 
their Number was much leſſen'd by thoſe that deſerted, 
which put the reſt into ſuch a Conſternation, that their 
greateſt Care was, how they might eſcape. Whereupon 
Sir Fohu Cochrain undertook to provide Guides to carry them 
ſafe into Ga/oway ; but they miſtaking the Way, carried 


them into a Miry Bogg, where the Horſe and Baggage _ 


--were fo far loſt, that they could not get them off, which 
cauſed their Foot to diſperie into ſmall Parties; upon notice 
of which, the Earl of Dumbarton divided his Forces to pur- 
ſue them, which cauſed Argyle to return towards Clyde, on 
Horſeback, without any Retinue ; but being met by wwo 
of Grernock's Servants, they called ro him to furrender him- 
_ felf, which he refuſing, and firing at them, they charged 
upon him with great fury, giving him a Wound 1n the Head, 
which fo dozed him, that he was obliged to quit his Horſe, 
and betake himſelf to. a Neighbouring Pond, when, upon 
the noiſe of the Aftion, a Country-man came our, and ran 
into the Water after him, bidding him Yield ; but inſtead 
of Yielding, he prefented his Piſtol, which miſ-ſerved ; 
upon which, the Country-man gave him a Wound on the 
. Head which ſtun'd him, when 1n his Fall, he cryed our, 
Oh Unfortanate Argyle! And thereupon, being taken, he 
was carried to the Commander. 


The late Earl of Argy/e thus taken, a Party of 40 Horſe, 


commanded by the Lord Rſs, with the like number of 


ed pros commanded by Captain Cle/ard, fell upon a Par- 
ty of the moſt reſolute Rebels, commanded by Sir Fohn-Co- 
brain, who had taken the way to the Sea ; but before the 
Attacked had time to Poſt themſelves within a {mall Inclo- 


ſure,

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ſure, within a Coverture, or Breaſt-work, notwithſtand- 
ing the Lord Roſs, with much Reſolution and Bravery, 
charged them ; but rhe Ground being too ſtrong for the 


- Horfe,the Capt. of the Dragoons was killed, tne Lord Roſs 
ſlightly wounded, Sir Adam Blare ſhot through the Neck, 
and Sir William Wallack in the Side. Before the Dragoons 
had time to come up on foot, the Rebels, leaving their Poſt, 
got into a Wood behind them, where moſt of them were 
afterwards taken, when Fumbold the Malſter, flying, was 
taken together with his Man, by five of the Earl of Array's 
M.litia of C/ed/dale, though not without Reſiſtance, killing 
one Militia-man upon the place, Rumbold being much 
wounded, | 


Soon after this Defeat, Colonel Ay/off and about 200 
more were taken and brought Priſoners to G/aſgow, where 
Ayloff, 1 a deſperate Mood, rip'd up his Belly with a Pen- 
knife, but it proved not mortal. 26h 


The late Earl of 4rgyle taken as aforeſaid, being a while 
detained a Priſoner at Glaſgow, was conveyed to Fdenkurg by 
the Watcr-gate, paſſing through a Guard of His Majeſty's 
Soldiers, bare-headed, his Hands ried behind him, and the 
Hang-man going before i1im to the Caſtle; and ſoon after, 
News came that Sir Johx Cochrain and his ſecond Son were 
taken. 


His Majeſty, upon notice that Rumbold was taken, was 

raciouſly pleaſed to order the Reward promiſed in His Late 
Majeſty's Proclamation, to be diſtributed amongſt the Sol- 
diers of the Farl of Arrays Militia, who took him ; and 
that if any of the ſaid Soldiers were killed, or ſince dead of 
their Wounds, their Share to be given to rheir Wives and 
Children ; or in caſe of Defe&t, to their neareſt Rela- 
tion.

On the 26th of Fune, Rumbold being brought to his 
Tryal at Edesburg, for coming over with the late Earl of 
Argyle , and making a Rebellion in the Kingdom of Scor- 
land, and found Guilty rhereot, Sentence patled upon him 
as in caſe of High Treaſon ; and accordingly, on the ſame 


Day, he was drawn on a Hurdle to the Croſs, and there 
Hang'd and Quarter. 


On the 3oth of Fare, the late Earl of Argyle was carried 
to the Croſs, near to which he was Beheaded, upon a Scat- 
fold for that purpoſe erected, his Head afhxed on the 7ol- 
booth, and his Body buried in St. Magdalens Chappel, in the 
Cow-Gate, his Execution being in purſuance of his tormer 
Conviction. A Paper he left with the Dean of Edenburg, 
who, together with Mr. Charteres, deliver'd it to the Lord 
Chancellor, the late Earl declaring he had delivered no other 
Paper to any Perſon whatſoever. And ſince his Execution, 
the Rebels have been taken, kilPd and diſpers d to that 
degree, that that Kingdom is entirely in Peace and Tran- 
quility. 
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
